Paul Boulger's strange Accident 


At Blackinton Last 


Night. 


MYSTERY 
BOW THE WAGON UPSET. 


Hts Companions Tell Conflicting Stories. 


The Wagon Smashed. The man 


Taken to Dr. Carr's Office 


Where He Lay 
Uncon- 


scious. Taken Home. 


Paul Boulger met with a serious acci- 


dent last night near Blackinton in which 
he was rendered unconscious and which 
may prove fatal. Not much reliable in- 
formation concerning the accident could 
be obtained as his companions told very 
conflicting stories, evidently for the pur- 
pose of veiling the truth. The rig which 
the three young men had was hired from 
Leach's livery stable on Main street for 
the purpose of going to Anams. When 
the wagon was returned it was badly dam- 
aged. The seat back was torn off and 
there was every indication of the wagon 
having been overturned and dragged for 
some distance. Two boys returned the 
wagon to the stable about 8 o'clock. 


At that time Mr. Boulger was lying in a 


bed in Dr. Carr's office and was uncon- 
scious. He had not any bruises on him 
that would indicate he had received an in- 
jury that would overcome him a^ much 
as he was, yet his companions said he was 
all right before the accident. About an 
hour after the accident the man was still 
unconscious and was removed to his home 
on Ashland street. It was believed the 
horse stepped on him, but there was no 
evidence of that. 


His companions told several stories 


about how the accident happened. One 
story was that they were driving home 
"at a slow trot" and turned in at the 
wrong road. Discovering the wrong turn 
Mr. Boulger reined quickly out and the 
wagon was upset. 


At noon today Mr. Boulger was still un- 


conscious. He is under the care of Dr. O. 
J. Brown and at 10 o'clock he appeared to 
be worse than he had been in the morn- 
ing. There is no indication of any frac- 
ture.

The Diocesan Field Day.'s Sport 


Events and the Prizes to 


be Gtven. 


LONG LIST OF ATHLETIC CONTESTANTS 


Tde Event Promises to be One Long 


to 
be 
Remembered 
in 
North 


Adams. 
Every Lover of Sport 


will be 
Pleased. 


A week from today is Labor day and a 


gala day for North Adams. The temper- 
ance societies of the Springfield Diocesan 
union are prepared to give this town such 
a spectacle as it has not seen before. 
North Adams may make up its mind to 
surrender to its visitors next Monday and 
be taken into the temperance camp from 
the depot to the hospital, and from Fur- 
nace hill to our inaccessible sky-scraping 
park. We are to be literally overrun and 
crowded with our visitors from all western 
and central Massachusetts 


But there is just one sentiment for our 


temperance visitors—welcome. 


Interest, of course, centers in the ath- 


letic contests of the day. Worcester is 
the most prominent city in the games. 
One of its papers has the following to say 
which explains very well the whole situa- 
tion. 


"As usual Worcester athletes will lead 


in the games at North Adams on the oc- 
casion of the 13th annual field day of the 
Catholic total abstinence union of the dio- 
cese of Springfield, and it will be seen by 
a glance at the list of entries given that 
nearly all the starters in the various 
events will be from this city. 


"Not only that but with the exception 


of a few entered from the Catholic young 
mens lyceum of Chicopee Palls, all the 
athletes who will compete are members 
of either St. Pauls lyceum or the St. 
Annes society of this city, and the old- 
time athletic rivalry between the two so- 
cieties will be the leading feature of the 
games. 


"The games will be the first run under 


the auspices of the Springfield diocesan 
amateur athletic union, and more thlfn 
usual interest will attach to,them on that 
account. The union has, by its constitu- 
tion and by the vote of the Diocesan 
union, full control of all athletic znatteis 
at the annual field day or on any occasion 
at which members of the Father Mathcw 
societies compete, when held by subordi- 
nate unions or societies, and on the suc- 
cess or failure of this experiment depends 
the continuance of tbe athletic union 
within the total abstinence union. 


The games will be run [under the sanc- 


tion of the New England Amateur Ath- 
letic union and the events include a 100- 
yard dash, 220-yard dash, 440-yard run, 880- 
yard run, mile run, 120-yard hurdles, '220- 
yard hurdles, running-broad jump, running 
high jump, pole vault, putting the 16- 
pound shot and the hop, step and jump. 
Altogether there are 168.«ritTies from three 
societies, St. Annes'and St. Pauls of this 
city and the Catholic Young Men's Ly- 
ceum of Chicopee Falls. In none of the 
other places in the diocese where are 
Father Mathew societies does the amateur 
athletic idea prevail, but if the games are 
successfully run oif at the field day it is 
expected that a big impetus will be given 
to amateur athletics throughout the dio- 
cese and that renewed interest will be 
taken in this form of sport. 


Of the entries scheduled, sixty-three are 


credited to the St. Annes, sixty-four to the 
St. Pauls and thirty-nine to the Chicopee 
Falls society. The exciting events as far 
as the Worcester societies are concerned 
will be the 880-yard and one mile runs, in 
both of which the fastest men of each so- 
ciety is entered.. In these races J. D. De- 
laney will run for St. Pauls and J. J. Mc- 
Laughlin for St. Annes.

There are especial reasons wl >y this con- 


clave of the Grand Encampment, Knights 
Templar of the United States should as- 
semble in historic Boston. Daniel Web- 
ster used to style the Green Diagon Tav- 
ern the headquarters of the devolution, 
for it was here that Joseph Wa rren, Paul 
Revere and other heroes of the great 
struggle for liberty in the ranks of Mas- 
onry met, dined and planned for the biitb 
of the new nation and matured their pa- 
triotic purposes. 


The seed of American Masonry was 


sown in Boston iu 1733, when 
the St. 


John's Lodge was formed, and iu the 
same yeu- a Provincial Grand Ijodge was 
established with Henry Price as Grand 
Master. Its jurisdiction extended all over 
\ew England and the Eritibh Province". 
I'hc tirst Lodge exists today, in substau- 
i Lilly its original shape. 


It was Joseph Warren, the hero of Bmi- 


l:er Hill, who was chief organizer of St. 
Andrew's lodge in Boston in 1756. The 
Green Dragon was its headquarters. I'aiil 
Revere subsequently became it 3 secretary, 
as successor to Warren. How Knights 
Templarism developed and how its prin- 
ciples began to enlist attention early in 
the history of the Grand Lodge of Massa- 
chusetts are mattes s of chiei interest to 
Masons. It suffices to say that some of the 
grandest heroes in our early struggles for 
independence went from the steps of the 
old Green Dragon, and it was under Ma- 
jBoni • efcort that the remains of Warren 
were transferred from Bunker Hill, where 
they had been rudely interred, to the 
Granary burial ground. The Masonic or- 
der had the honor of participating with 
Lafayette in laying the corner (>toiie of Bun- 
ker Hill monument, and was prominent 
in every great patriotic event in the early 
history of Boston up to the psriod of the 
heated agitation against Masonry, culmi- 
nating in the great meeting in Faneuil 
hall, December 30,1829. It may serve to 
give some idea of the consecration to 
Masons to the order, when it isstated that 
in the very height of the agit ition to sup- 
press them, the craft in Boston purchased 
the site now on the corner of Tremont 
street and Temple Place, and laid the cor- 
ner stone of their Temple October 14,18SO. 
The present Temple on the earner of Tre- 
mont and Boylston street was dedicated 
in 1S67. 


So Boston is particularly the old home 


and was once the cradle of the society 
that now gathers there. 


TO A NEW FIELD. 


MORE LICENSES GRANTED. 


The selectmen of North Adams have 


deemed it best to grant thre<; more saloon 
licenses on the increased population 
shown by the last census. 


Undoubtedly the city fathers acted from 


the following consideration:: That when 
the people of this town votid for license 
under a law thai allows one saloon for 
each thousand inhabitants as the now 
census should bhow the population; that 
the town needed the license money; that 
intemperance would not probably be pro- 
moted by more licenses; and finally, 
spoken in plain language, from the urgent 
seeking and importuning of the prospec- 
tive saloon men and their friends. 


These same town fathers did not act on 


these considerations: 
Trat there are 


thrive more places for drunkenness without 
a crying demand for their existence; that 
there will be undeniably raorc drinking 
than if there were not three more saloons; 
that Centre street could get along without 
ihreu more saloons in addition to its 
pre-.eut ample supply; and that no one 
demanded these saloons save the men who 
got the licenses. 


We will give the selectmen credit ol 


acting conscientiously in the matter. 
They were elected to use their best judg- 
ment in Ihese questions, and they have 
probably done so. But could they listen 
to the protest of hundred!, of homes in 
this town to whose doors come nightly 
the staggering steps of husbandi and 
brothers and fathers, we cioubt if three 
more saloons in this town would be 
deemed necessary, all considerations to 
the contrary. 


May the wide gathering of Father

dent of Benedict College. 


Rev. Dr. A. C. Osborn of Albion, N. Y., 


formerly pastor of the First Baptist 
church of this town, has been appointed 
by the American Baptist Home Mission 
scciety president of Benedict college at 
Columbia, S. C., and will assume the 
duties of his office October 1.

College is an institution for the education 
of young colored men and women and has 
been doing most excellent work for years. 
Dr. Oaborn will take to his new work the 
ability and sincerity which have made 
him prominent in the Baptist denomina- 
tion throughout the country, and an ear- 
nestness which has characterized his work 
as a pastor for many yeaif. 


Dr. O=born is not altogether a novice in 


educational nnitttrs. He taught in Colum- 
Va. S. C., one jtar immediately after 
graduating from college and was later, in 
1SGO, elected a member ot the board of 
education of Louisulle, Ky.

the church at Albion, N. Y., his las-t field 
of labor, bt-ing one of the strongest in 
western New York. He was for year a 
member of the board of the American 
Baptist Education society; is a member of 
the board of managers of the American 
Baptist Missionaiy un'.oti, also of the 
New York Baptist ritate convention, and 
lor many yeirs chairman of its executive 
committee; is a member of the board of 
trustees of Colgate university, mid of the 
New York Baptist Education society that 
administers the affairs of Hamilton Theo- 
logical seminary; and is regent's examiner 
in the public schools of New York state, 
under a commission of the board of re- 
gents oi the University of the State of 
New York. 


Dr. Oiborn's appointment to the presi- 


dency of Benedict college is a source of 
great satisfaction to the Baptist denomin- 
ation if the expression of some of the 
leading men in that denomination may be 
accepted cs indicating general feeling.

Kighty-r.inth street, that city. 


Mrs. 
O'Donnell and her daughter "Lil- 


ian seem to have been thu Duly intimate 
friends Kalnryu Hammond had. 
Mr. 


BHtner is in the perfumery business in 
thic-city. Kc gave the lollowins account 
of his business relations with Hammond: 


"\Ve were lose!her in business about 


siven months. Hammond was a peculiar 
fellow anil would seldom talk about his 
affairs. All I know is that ho told that, 
he camo from ]).<s Moines, and that his 
father and mother were dead. 


Took Partner's Money. 


"Saturday. July 27, I bought Hammond 


on'.: 
Wo dissolved partnership, and on 


the follo-.yiue Monday I discovered that 
tin tl.c Friday previous hu had drawn 
from the bank :i considerable sum of 
sm'u-'.v belonging to the firm. I will not 
name ice bank or the amount. I look no 
legal steps against him. Maybe. I should 
have done so if I could have found him. 
In all probability it was fear of this that 
ii:\)ve him to suicide. I can't see, how- 
e.'tT, how lie couldhnvobecome so quickly 
bankrupt, unless he speculated." 


Mrs. O'Donnell and Miss O'Dounell ex- 


plained Sirs. Hammond's antecedents as 
follows: Mrs Hammond's mother, who 
is a trained nurse by profession, is a 
widow. Kathryn was for six year*, with 
Mrs. Osbornc, who lives in Belleville, 
Newark. She was for a time a seamstress 
in Newark, living with her sister. Then 
she studied stenography at the Orange 
institute. In April last she camo to live 
with Mrs. O'bonuell, who had ju.^t 
moved to this city. 


'•In the family," said Mrs. O'Donnell, 


''she got a place, but she lost it when win- 
ter came. Then she went to her mother 
and asked for shelter, because she did not 
want to burden us any longer. 
Her 


mother, she informed us, told her that she 
'i.ul no room for her. 
She ramo back and 


.-.aid: 'They are lost to me.forever. Never 
let them know what happened to mo. If 
L die, keep them away. I believe I should 
rise out of my coffin if I knew they were 
near.' 


"Out of work, friendless, except for us 


it seems she clung to this man Hammond 
as a last refuge, and when that failed, re- 
solved to die."

The Woman May Recover but Daniel McLeod

'Che bullet passed through the brain, and 
lie died instantly.
